night has loft death, injury and des­ 
truction, in the wake of a party of 
700 m errym akers. 
A report th a t boiler repairs in the 
ill-fated excursion steam er hod been 
made carelessly and 
without 
due 
testing came to the front today as 
investigation w as begun Into the ex­ 
plosion. 
W ith the list of know n dead 
at 
34 and 11 out of *46 others so seri­ 
ously scalded by steam that 
they 
may die, officials announced they had 
sum m oned m embers of the 
engine 
crew in an effort to place the blame. 
The M ackinac, in charge of Cap­ 
tain George McVey, was hom eward 
hound from an excursion 
to 
N ew ­ 
port w hen the accident occurred lust 
evening. 
She was steam ing slowly 
through Coddington Cove but a mile 
from shore w hich she had left but 
15 m inutes before. 
M errim ent am ong the passengers 
was undiininlshed by the sight of the 
lights of the city which presaged an 
end to the d ay ’s outing. 
To many 
of the men, women 
and 
children 
aboard, th e excursion was an annual 
event and they were enjoying them 
selves accordingly. 
Suddenly th ere was a terrific roar. 
The vessel seemed -to'lift Itself out of 
th e w ater and rest suspended for a 
m om ent in midair. 
Then it sank 
back with a rolling movem ent th a t 
threw the passengers into panic. 
M any who hut, a few m om ents b e ­ 
fore had been sin g in g and dancing 
were struck down by the blast. They 
lay p ro strate on the 
decks 
while 
Panic-stricken excursionists trod ov 
er thenj. 
Blinded tem porarily by 
the steam caused from th e explosion, 
fran tic 
passengers, 
scream ing 
and 
weeping, battled with each other in 
the 
sem i-darkness, 
seeking 
their 
loved ones from home that had be­ 
come separated in the excitem ent. 
Shrieks of the injured added to the 
bedlam as the b urning vapor swept 
the decks. 
A section of decks ab o u t the s m o k e 
stacks was stripped off like a piece 
Of pasteboard by 
the 
trem endous 
blast which shook th e steam er from 
stern to stern. 
Several passengers 
in this part of the ship w ere throw n 
into the sea. 
O thers leaped Into the 
w ater voluntarily to escape the siz­ 
zling Inferno of steam . 
Scores o f 
naval boats were am ong those to aid. 
A tornado destroyer, two cruisers, a 
tender, even a b attlesh ip p articip at­ 
ed in the work of rescue.

Even one who dislikes *o hear old-timers speak disparagingly of the cur­ 
rent crop of fighters must a gre e that, as a whole, the present cham pions are 
nothing to hoast about. 
Wiili the one exception oí Harry Oreb, the middleweight king, there is 
not a single champion that is disposed to defend his title or take any kind 
of a chance without being clubbed into it under the threat of an enforced 
exile from the fruitful orchard of New York. 
You begin to realize what credit belongs to Oreb when you pick up a 
paper almost any day and read where Oreb fought som e place last night and 
that h e’s going to fight som e other placo as soon as the train can get him 
there. 
Oreb is not only making money out his Industry but he is keeping him 
self in condition by fighting, and that is one of the reason why he is beaten 
so seldom. 


Jack O’Brien and other veteran critics have said that Oreb, in their 
opinion, compares favorably with all his predecessors with the exception of 
Bob Fitzsimmons, who had more of a punch. 
Those who do not think that Orel) is a great fighter can be stripped with 
the question— “If he is not a great lighter, why does he alw ays win?’’ 
( barley Rosenberg, the bantamweight champion, ought to be eliminated 
from the list of punk champions.
